Peterson Residences — notice the 
final "s*' — arc apt to be described 
by the press and the MeGill faculty 
as a social experiment: they raise 
the question whether a married 
married man or woman has any 
right in a university, traditionally 
monastic institution. They also 
pose the related problem of com- 
munity relations. Where half the 
community — the wives, to say 
nothing of the children — not an 
integral part of the University. 

I - doubt whether Pctersonians 
themselves share this view of their 
temporary home. Few of us arc 
conscious of sharing In a great so- 
cial experiment; what matters to 
tu is that we share the washrooms, 
and the autumnal mud on the foot- 
paths. I suppose that the avcrago 
resident looks upon his stay as a 
period of enforced good-neighbor 
ncss and impecunious living. Prob- 
ably he longs for the day when he 
can walk down a corridor with hob- 
nail boots and disregard the con- 
sequences: some of his neighbors 
do this even now, though such con- 
duct is regarded as un-Pctcrsonlan. 
Most of all he probably wishes that 
his so-called 'apartment" was really 
self-contained, so that the walk to 
the showers be a little less draughty. 

The folk-ways of Peterson have 
developed slowly, by trial and er 
i or, use and misuse. Each male 
student is under a dual disciplinary 
system: externally there is the Uni 
verslty a corporate institution ten 
miles away, visited dally for thirty 
weeks of the year, and variously 
represented on the campus by 
solitary Warden; internally there 
is the discipline of the family, or 
more bluntly of his wife. Hedged 
about by these two watchdogs, the 
average student is meek, law-abid 
ing and hard-working: his more 
masculine tendencies are absorbed 
by recollections of the Army, Navy 
or Air Force. 

The folk-ways then, boil down 
very largely to a scries of accepted 
conventions based upon these dis 
ciplincs and upon the curious gco 
graphs of the residence. Yet there 
arc others purely social in charac 
ter. We have a varied group at 
Peterson, largely Anglo-Canadian 
but with substantiol minorities of 
British (especially among the 
wives), American, French-Canadian 
and even continental Europeans, it 
is a well-known principle of Peter- 
son life that thesc'groups make no 
attempt at sclf-idenlificallon. The 
accepted patriotism is that one be 
longs first to one's corridor (always 
the one free from disagreement md 
strife), then to one's floor, finally 
to one's building. Signs of a large 
Peterson patriotism arc lacking. Bu 
to see two or more French speaking 
or British families silting down to 
gcthcr is a rarity. Peterson exhibits 
the capacity for assimilation claim 
cd'by the United States (with much 
less reason). 

Some Pctersonians have taken 
refuge within their own apart- 
ments, which have been made to 
look as different from the rest of 
the camp as possible. With the aid 
of dexterous hands, several of ours 
neve furnished and equipped their 
rooms as luxuriously as any Cote 
des Neiges duplex. Into these 
apartments have vanished many 
feet of University-owned lumber, 
many dozens of • University-owned 
lockers. For the University to re- 
gain possession of its own is im 
possible, for to do so would involve 
proving that occasional tables of 
modern functional design would 
possibly be carved out of prosiac 
Air Force lockers. One entcrpris 
ing- single man (now banished) 
carved and redecorated a plain 
"issue" table into' a handsome cs 
critoire. . After an argument with 
the Superintendent of Buildings 
and Grounds he was allowed 
keep his handiwork. 

Inevitably there are numerous 
frictions in so large a community. 



Dean Fieldhouse Message 



In a recent interview with M/si M. 6. Puvrex of the 
Features Staff Professor Fieldhouse, newly appointed Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts and Science, released the following 
statement: 



I should like to take the op- 
portunity of this talk with the 
representative of the MeGill 
Doily to offer one point' of 
advice to freshmen. I know 
that few things infuriate any 
luman being so much as being 
given advice which begins :- 
when you are as old as I am 
you will • know that . . ." 
Nevertheless, it would be 
strange if those of us who 
hove been teaching under- 
graduates for many years were 
not in a position to say some- 
thing helpful to those who' are 
coming into the University for 
the first time. 

My advice is this: tokeport in 
extra-curricula activities, but 
don't overdo it. It is difficult 
not to feel that this advice is 
necessary when those of us 
who are members of Faculty 
enow how often we have list 
ened to the explanations of 
students that if only they 
could have their time over 
again they would make better 
use of it. 

In a University, you are 
given a large freedom of 
choice, and freedom to choose 
carries with it the possibility 
of choosing wrongly.

Someone once pointed out that 
doing business without advertising 
Is like winking at a girl in the 
dark. You know what you are do- 
ing but no one else docs. And the 
dictionary defines advertising as 
giving notice or information of 
something. 

Advertising increases the demand 
for a commodity thereby making 
possible the* economics of large 
scale production (which generally 
ensure more and better goods at 
cheaper prices) or where advertis- 
ing makes publicly known a com 
modlty capable of satisfying con- 
sumer wants, which would other- 
wise remain unsatisfied, then ob- 
viously advertising is desirable. 
Nevertheless, It very often happens 
that advertising is wasteful! This 
occurs under monopoly when mon- 
opolies compete to take away one 
another's market, without increas- 
ing the size of the total market, 
by an expansive sales" campaign. 



The cost of this advertising cam- 
paign is paid for by the consumer, 
which from his point of view Is 
thoroughly wasteful. A case In 
point Is a company planning a one 
million dollar sales campaign to 
sell a ninety-eight cent container 
for their shaving blades. The util 
Ity value of the container is I sus 
pect, highly dubious. 

Various highly developed psy- 
chological techniques are employed 
with considerable success. Playing 
on the more base aspects of human 
nature or on human fears, to which 
we are all subject. Soap and dental 
advertisements illustrate this point 
The notices to bring 'The Life and 
Death of Colonel Blimp" before the 
public depicted him as an Ameri- 
can esky, leering at the glamorous, 
scantily dressed women who sur 
round him. Nothing could have 
been farther from the truth. The 
only consequence of such advertis 
ing is to stimulate a sense of frus

Iration in those who feel cheated 
by the absence of women in Blimp's 
life and to keep those away who 
would otherwise have been at- 
tracted by honest announcements 
This Indicates the use of a new 
technique, designed not to Inform 
the consumer of the nature of 
commodity, but to create particular 
Impressions in the consumer's mind 
Those of us who still have enough 
faith left in radio to listen to it, 
will recognize this practice in spot 
commercials, designed, I am assured 
by those responsible for them, to 
announce the producer's name at 
least six times during the spot 
.The reader may well ask what 
the consequence of these practices 
will be. The major premiss of ad- 
vertising seems to be that the pub 
lie soon forget and consequently 
the quickest road to bankruptcy Is 
not to advertise. It seems to me, 
however, that logically every en 
treprencur is compelled to act in

After graduation, this prairie 
farmer's son. wanting a career In 
Astronomy, but unable to afford a 
college education applied for a job 
at the Lowell Observatory in Flag- 
staff, Arizona. His interest in the 
subject and his youthful enthusiasm r 
created an Impression, and he was 
taken on to do work which was 
much the equivalent of Michael 
Faraday's bottle washing In Sir 
Humphrey Davy's Lab. 

One of his duties .was examining 
telescopic photographs of the sky 
with the Zeiss Blink Comparator. 
This device enables you to look at 
either of two plates of a region of 
the sky taken a few days apart by 
merely looking through one pair df 
binocular eyepieces and flicking, a 
switch. Now as far as the stars are 
concerned, the two plates are ex- 
actly alike, but if (here Is a moving 
object such as a planet, asteroid or tJ . 
comet on the plates, its position 
will have changed during the few 
days between the time two photo- 
graphs were taken. When the switch 
of the blink comparator is thrown 
the moving object seems to jump 
from one position to the other. 
Rapid switching back and forth, 
blinking as it is called makes the 
object draw the attention of the 
practiced eye. 

Percival Lowell, founder of the 
observatory, had noted deviations 
in the planet Neptune's orbit from 
the predicted path. He believed 
these deviations were due to the 
gravitational pull of an undiscovered / 
planet outside Neptune's orbit, and 
part of the regular work of the 
Lowell Observatory was a 'blink 
slack' of the region where Lowell 
had calculated the planet would be 
found. 

And so, as you've probably guess- 
ed, Clyde Tombaugh did notice a 
jumping speck while blinking two 
plates one day. It might have been 
an asteroid, one of those large 
chunks of rock, really minor planets 
less than 200 miles in diameter 
which drift between the orbits of 
Mars and Jupiter. 

Many had been discovered dur- 
ing the search, for the Blink Com- , 
parator is regularly used to hunt 
for them and several are discovered 
each year. It might have been an 
asteroid, but three months of pains- 
taking checking and rechecklng 
showed it wasn't. Clyde Tom- 
baugh fulfilling the yearbook pre- 
diction had discovered Pluto. 

The story ought to end here, but 
there's a bit of Irony to come. It 
turned' out the perturbations in 
Neptune's orbit weren't real. They 
were due to faulty observations^ 
when Neptune was first discovered, 
Pluto was too small and too far 
away to cause any noticeable ef- 
fect on Neptune. It was pure chane- 
that Pluto happened to be almost 
exactly where it had been expected 
to be.

Among the dignitaries to be intro- 
duced to McGIU's latest additions 
is a well built individual who has 
gained the respect and admiration 
of all those connected with him at 
McGill. The gentleman in question 
is none other than Director of Ath- 
letics here al the University, Victor 
F. Obeck; - 

In the near future much will be 
said of the Red Machine's colorful 
football coach, and so a few words 
about Obeck should enlighten the 
new students considerably. 

Vic Obeck graduated from 
Springfield College with a Bach- 
elor of Science degree in Physical 
Education and continued to major 
in Phys. Ed. at Columbia Univer 
sity. He played football for four 
years at Springfield and seems to 
have performed very admirably as 
he was All Eastern and All New 
England Small College All-Amcr- 
ican for two years. 

ALL-ROUND ATHLETE 
Although he confined most of 
his athletic participation to the 
Gridiron, Obeck alio found time 
to engage In lacrosse, boxing, 
wrestling, swimming and track, 
thus proving himself to be a great 
all-round athlete. 

In 1940 he was a member of the 
New York Herald Tribune Col- 
lege All-Stars who defeated the 
New York Giants in the Tribune's 
annual benefit classic. Obeck 
then turned his attention lo Pro- 
fessional Football and played on 
the line for the Chicago Cardinals, 
Ronton Yanks and Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 

After completing his whirl in the 
tough Pro Football wars, he be 
came Head Coach at the Univer- 
sity of Akron, Ohio, and held that 
position for two years. He then 
accepted the post of Assistant 
Coach to the renowned Lou Little 
of Columbia University. Little Is 
one of thfc best football mentors 
in the United Slates, having devel- 
oped such stars as Sid Luckman 
and Paul Governali. 

As In the case of so many others, 
the war interrupted the career of 



Vic Obeck. He served in the US 



Navy for nearly four years, two 
and one-half years as gunnery of- 
ficer on destroyers and the re- 
mainder of the time was spent in 
the Naval Athletic Program as 
coach and instructor. 

OBECK SUCCEEDS KERR 
At the end of hostilities Obeck 
was offered the post of Head 
Football Coach here at McGill 
and he accepted, succeeding Doug 
Kerr in the spring of 1947. It 
was then that a new era In Mc- 
Gill roolball began. Vic Obeck 
started right in with his policy of 
phyKiral fitness. He did not 
promise that any championships 
would be won immediately, but 
he maintained that his teams 
would never let up In an effort 
tn bring glory to the Red and 
While. His men were In the best 
condition possible. They fought 
like tigers in every game and 
football interest was at a fever 
pitch for the first time In years. 
The Redmcn did not win any 
honours last year. In fact they 
weren't even close. But they did 
surprise plenty of people and they 
showed signs that this team could 
develop into a championship out 
fit. Vic Obeck has completed his 
first chore at McGill. He has re 
stored student backing in the pig- 
skin pastime and he is well on his 
way in the tremendous rebuilding 
job started last season. 

There is a tricky slogan which 
has been heard around the campus 
regarding football hopes for the 
coming season. It goes something 
like this: 

"Championship in '28! 
s Championship in '38! 
Championship in '48?'' 
We're Inclined to think that this 
little ditty, although very hopeful 
is not quite ready for use. But you 
can be sure that before Vic Obeck 
surrenders the reins to someone 
else, he will have accomplished his 
mission, that of bringing a cham 
plonship to McGill. You see when 
Vic Obeck starts a job he usually 
finishes it!

Democracy as we have known 
it, presupposes an electorate cap- 
able of making Intelligent decisions 
about its political life. This involves 
not merely the ability to read and 
write, but the ability to reflect 
which comes only with the exercise 
of the faculties concerned with re- 
flection. As I have tried to point 
nut. modern advertising, whether 
or not it realizes it, is opposed to 
encouraging reflection on Ihe part 
of the consumer, that is, the pol- 
itical citizen. A society which re- 
lics solely upon its leaders to pro- 
tect the democratic way of life is 
a highly unstable one. We arc then 
in need of a critical enquiry into 
the whole economic, psychological 
and cultural bases of modern ad- 
vertising techniques and their re- 
lation to adult education before wc 
permit its untramelled growth 
throughout society.
